Commadore of 2 French Men of War, viz. the 
Fortune carrying 66 Guns and 400 Men, 2nd the 
Mercure of 50Guns ahd 380 Men, -was cruiiing be- 
tween the Canaries and Maderas. The 22d of De- 
cember laft, he fell in with a Fleet of 22 Merchant- 
Ships bound from Lisbon for Virginia: He took 3 of 
them; and being hinder'd by bad Weather from 
getting up with the reft, who immediately difpers’d 
themfelves, he gave Chefe to the two largeft which 
were bound for Brafil. Coming in fight of Porto 
Santo, a fma'l Ifand of the Portuguefe near 
that of Madera, he turn’d in thither, as well becaufe 
of the bad Weather, as becaufe the diercure bad 
Sprung a Leak, and he wanted freth Provifions. 
Anchoring on the Coaft, he fent afhore = Shallop 
with an Officer, to deGre the Portuguefe to furnith 
him freth Provifions for Morfey. ¥or Anfwer, 
they return’d a Volley of Cannon and Small thor 
from an Eminence that commandsthe Town. M. 
d’ Aire putting 400 chofen Men into four Veffels, by 
means of the Cannon of his Ships landed on a Point 
of the Ifland, and caus’d them to march directly to 
the Eminence, of which he made himfelf Mafter 
notwithftanding the Refitance of the Portuguefe. 
He afterwards poffefs’d himfelf of another Hill 
nearer the Town ; whereupon the terrified Inhabi- 
tants abandon’d the Town. The French enrer'd, 
and it being given up to be pillag’d, the Scldiers 
made a great Booty. M.d’ Aire forbid them to fet 
Fire to the Houfcs; and caus’d to be left on the 
high Altar of the principal Church, a Letter written 
in Larin, in which having reproach’d the Porruguefe 
with their Bebaviour towards bim, he inform'd 
them that rhe Correction they had receiv’d was much 
lefe than their Infolence deferv’d; and that rhey 
were oblig’d co the Clemency of the mof Cbriftian 
ing, ard co the Humanicy of bis Subje&s, that 
yeic Yown wag not wholly laid ia Ruines. They 
wrice from Galicia, thacin many Years fuch rough 
Seas and violent Storms bad not been (een on that
